The induction balance used by Professors Bell 
and Tainter in the experiments made this morn 
ing for the purpuse of ascertaining the location 
of the ball in the president's body, differs 
very materially from the apparatus with 
which they began experimenting several 
weeks ago, Important modifications and changes 
have been made in the shape, size and arrange- 
ment of induction coils. The small clock which 
was A part of the original ap- 
paratus has been dispensed with, and 
the condenser has been introduced 
into the primary circuit. The result of these 
modifications and improvements is an apparatus 
which, although not essentially new in princi- 
ple, is more sensitive to small masses 
of metal at a distance and better 
adapted to the requirements of military 
surgery than anything of the kind hitherto de- 
vised. The apparatus in its present improved 
form cousists of two flat coils about 
four inches in diameter and one-half inch 
in thickness, insulated copper wire, a battery, a 
condenser, an interrupter or circuit breaker and 
a telephone. The ends ofthe primary or in- 
ducing coils are connected with the poles of the 
battery, and in the same circuit are the condenser 
vod a smal) interrupter, whose vibrating tongue 
opens and closes the circuit with great rapidity. 
The ends of the secondary coil in which the 
current is to be induced = are carried 
to the binding posts of the Bell telephone. 
When the connections have all thus been made a 
secondary coil is laid on the primary or indu. 
cing coll, so that their respective circumferences 
exactly coincide. The circuit breaker is then 
set in motion anda rapidly interrupted current 
through the primary coil induees another cur- 
rout of higher intensity in the secondary 
coil, and as it does a loud, musical 
ione is heard in the telephone with which the 
secondary coilis connectee. As long as the cur- 
rent is maintained and the circumferences of the 
two coils are kept in exact coincidence the musi- 
cal note in the telephone does not change its 
pitch or intensity. If, however, the experimentoar 
slides the upper coil along an inch or so upon the 
lower, sO that their circumferences 
no longer correspond the intensity of 
the musical tone is diminished and just in 
proportion as the centers of the fiat coils are 
separated by a greater or less distance, the inten- 
sity of the musical tone 1s lessened or increased. 
When the upper coil has been slidden over the 
lowersothat they simply overlap the center of 
the one corresponding nearly with the point 
on the circumference of the other the musical 
tone in the telephone ceases. If the upper coil 
be pushed alittle further to one side so that it 
overlaps, a stillless tone is again heard. By 
delicate manipulation, it is pos: 
sible to adjust the centers of the overlapping 
coils at such a distance one from the other that a 
perfect balance is brought about, and when this 
is the vase the telephone makes no sound what- 
ever. The centers ofthe overlapping coils can- 
not then be moved either toward or away from 
one another without causing the telephone to 
break its silence. Whenthe coils are thus bal- 
iunced and the telephone is mute it is found that 
what may be called the area of the coincidence, 
or, in other words, the area of the overlapping 
parts of two flat coils, has become highly sensitive 
to the approach of metal, and manifests its sen-

11:45 a.m.—The president is passing a quiet, 
comiortable day under the supervision of the at- 
tending turgeonus. Professors Bell and Tainter 
this morning made another application to the 
president's body of the electrical apparatus 
known as the induction balance witha view to 
completing the tests of last week, which were not 
eutirely concliftive, and ascertaining definitely 
and certainly, if possible, the location of the ball. 
Vrofessors Belland Tainter have been aimost 
constantly engaged for two weeks in experiments 
with the ioduction balance, and have made 
several modifications and improvements, which 
greatly add to its efficiency. They tried this 
improved apparatus upon the president's body 
for the first time Saturdsay,aud although it indi- 
cated faintly the iocation of the ball, it was after- 
ward found to be slightiy out of adjustment, and 
the experiment was not regarded as perfectly 
conclusive. ‘ihe results of this morning's tests, 
however, are entirely satisfactory both to Profes- 
sors Bell aud Taiater, and tothe attending sur 
geons, and {t is now unanimously agreed that 
the location of the ball has been escertained with 
reasonable exactness and certainty, and that it 
lies, as heretofore stated in these” dispatches, in 
the front wail the abdomen, immediately 
over the groin, sbout five inches below and to 
the righi of the navel. 

The experiments this morning were repeated 
several Limos, and were made by Professors Bell 
Tainter independently, so as to guard as far as 
possible,agaiust errors arising from the faulty per- 
ception of asingle individual, or jrom one per- 
son's mistaken judgment as to the comparative 
intensity of sounds. In every instance, however, 
when the small coils attached to the machine 
were placed in such a position on 
the patient's body as to indicate the location of 
the black and bine spot which appeared on the 
lower side of the abdomen soon after the presi- 
dent was shot, th: listener at the telephone said 
he detected evidences of disturbance. It made no 
difference whether the experimentor could see 
the coils or not, when they were placed in that 
particular position, be became instantly aware 
of. the fect and announced it. Experiment 
were varied and continued untilall were con 
vineed that the bullet had been found, or at least 
located on a straight line running 
through the bedy from the front to the back 
just above the groin on the right side. It was 
mot possible to ascertain with any degree of cer- 
tainty the depth at whish the bail lies imbedded 
on this imaginary line, butas the front wali of 
the abdomea ai this point is about 2'_ inches in 
thickness, the bell must lie within that distance 
of the surface. These results fully confirm the 
origival diagvosis of the case made by the at- 
tending surgeons soon after the president 
received bis injury, and that fact 
is es gratifying wt them as the com- 
plete succes of the induction balance 


of 


sitiveness by a low note in the telephone. As 
long as metalis keptaway from this area, the 
telephone remains silent, but if a piece of lead, 
for exampic, is brought within a distance of four 
or five inches from the overlapping parts of the 
coils, there may be heard in the 
telephone a faint but clearly perceptible 
note which becomes louder and louder 
as the metal approaches the sensitive surface 
aud throws the coils moreand more out of bal- 
ance. It will readily be seen that under the 
guidance of the telephone the smail area bounded 
by the inteTsecting circumferences of the over- 
lapping coilscan be placed exactly above the 
bullet or other piece of metal imbedded in the 
body, provided the metal does not lie at too great 
adepth. As soon as the balance coils begin to 
feel the disturbance caused by their approacn to 
the imbedded buliet the telephone announces 
the fact by a faint continuous musical note and 
this note grows louder and louder until the over. 
lapping parts of the coils are directly above the 
disturbing metal when the sound reaches its 
maximum. 

For convenience of application to the body the 
coils nsed by Professor Bell this morning were 


mounted in a rectangular piece of walnut about 


seven inches in length by four in breadth, with 
screw-posts at the corners for wires, and a hanale 
at the back by which it could be 
held. The following. is Professor Bell’s report to 
the surgeons upon to-dey’s experiments: 

Volta Laboratory, 1221 Connecticut avenue, 
Washington, D. C., August 1, 1881.—To surgeons 
in attendance upon President Garfield—Gentle- 
men: I beg to submit for your informa- 
tion a brief statement of the _ results 
obtained with a new form of induction 
balance in experiments made this 
morning for the purpose of locating the bullet 
in the person of the president. The instrument 
was tested for sensitiveness several times during 
the course of the experiments, and it was found 
to respond well to the presentation of the flat- 
tened bullet ata distance of about four incnés 
irom the coils. When the exploring coils were 
passed over that partof the abdomen, where a 
sonorous spot was observed in the experiments 
made on July 26th a feeble tone was perceived, 
but the effect was audibie a considerable dis- 
tance around this spot. The sounds were too 
feehie to be entirely satisfactory, as I had reason 
to expect from the extreme sensitiveness of the 
instrumenta much more marked effect. In or- 
der to ascertain whether similar sounds might 
not be obtained in other localities I explored 
the whole rightside and back below the point 
of the entrance of the bullet, but no part gave 
indication of the presence of the metal except an 
area of about two inches in diameter, containing 
within ita spot previously found to be sonorous. 
The experiments were repeated Mr. Tainter, 
who obteined exactly the corresponding re- 
sults We are, therefore, justified in 
concludin that ihe is located 
within e above uamed limits. In our 
a experiments, we found that a bul- 
et like the one in question, when in its normal) 
shape, produced no audibie effect beyond a dis- 
tance of 244 inches, while the same bullet flatten- 
edand presented with its face parallel to the 
plane of coils, gave indications up toa distance 
of nearly five inches. The same 
flattened .bullet held with its face 
perpindicular to the plane of coi's produced no 
sound beyond a distauce of one inch. These 
facts show that, in ignorance of the actua) shape 
and mode of presentation of the bullet to 
the exploring instrument,the depth at which the 
bullet lies beneath the su cannot be deter- 
mined from our experiments. I am, gentlemen, 
yours truly, ALEXANDER GRAHAM BELL, 


ll p.m.—The president's case to-day has 
presented no features of special im- 
portance which has not already 
been noticed in official bulletins. His appetite 
has been rather better than yesterday. He 
has partaken more freely of solid food, and 
his billof fare has been extended to embrace 
several things hitherto forbidden, including cof- 
fee, of which he drank half a cup w-dayfor the first 
time. The surgeons continue to give him kou- 
miss occasionally in place of au. eqnal quantity 
of milk, and although this mild tartar stimulant 
has little to recommend it to the average taste 
the president expresses a decided liking for it and 
drinks it eagerly. Tne patient's wound discharged 
freely at the evening dressing, and it appearance 
wasevery way satisfactory. The usual afternoon 
fever was light, and passed off earlier than usual, 
and the president went to sleepand has been 
sleeping most of the time since.

LONGSTREET AT GETTYSBURG, 


He Corrects a Few Extracts Anent 
the Battle, 
We have been requested to publish the 


following by General James Longstreet: — 
‘Recent interviews for the Chicago Tri- 
bune and the Philadelphia Press, parts of 
which appeared in THe DatLy CoNsTITU 
TION, contain errors which I beg, through 
your columns, to correct. 

In the former I am represented as saying, 
that the move proposed to our right, so as 
to turn the left and rear of the federal posi- 
tion at Gettysburg, would have given us 
the shorter line to Washington and Phila- 
delphia, This is an error, as regards Phila- 
delphia. My remark applied to Washing: 
ton only, as that besides the army of the 
Potomac were our only objectives. It 
would have given us  the_- shorter 
route to Washington. and in that 
was the similarity of position to Von 
Moltke’s when he seized the point which 
gave him the shorter lines to Paris or to 
Metz The morale of the armies was also 
similar. It is probable therefore that the 
results would have been similar. 

Those who have written of this question 
have, I believe, given but one reason why 
we should not have made the move, i. é., 
want of supplies. We recrossed the Poio- 
mac on the nignt of the 13th, when the cam. 
paign may be said to haveended. It is not 
probable that we would have needed sup- 
plies for a greater time, had we continued, 
to hold to the offensive strategy. 7 

From General Meade’s reports, by wire, to 
General Halleck on the afternoon of the 2d 
wenow know that, had we turned his 
left, he would have fallen back 
on his supplies at Westminster. 
This would have left the route to Washing- 
ton for us, where we should have found as 
comfortablé supplies as those at Westmin- 
ster, or if we cared to strike we could 
have taken himon the wing. It is not 

robable, however, that he would have 
ailed to precipitate battle, when he fonnd 
that we were en route to Washington; but 
if he had failed to do so, we would have 
had an exchange of a queen for the castle 
lost at Vicksburg. 

In the interview forthe Philadelphia 
Press, which is also reported in Tue Con- 
stiTuTIoN of the 27th ultimo, is the follow- 
ing, viz: “General Lee indicated a similar 
estimate of his official character, by re- 
lieving him of his position in the army of 
northern Virginia, shortly after the battle 
of Gettysburg, and appointing General 
Long to succeed him.”’ ke pul ed, this 
appears to have importance as matter of 
record, which is not correct.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


DISCUSSING COMING COMBINATIONS 


The Positien of the Great Companies Regarding 
the Leasing of the Cincinnati Southera— 
Erteusion ef the Shenandeah Road 
—The South Oarolina Road. 


THE CINCINNATI SOUTHERN. 
New York Tribune. 

A meeting of railroad officers, said to 
have been called at the instance of E A 
Ferguson, of Cincinnati, one of the five 
trustees of the Cincinnati Southera rail- 
road, was held at the Erie railroad office in 
this city yesterday afternoon. The purpore 
of the conference was to discuss combina- 
tions in anticipation of the leasing of the 
Cincinnati Southern. The meeting lasted 
several hotirs, but co difinite conclusion 
was reached. 

Amung those present at the meeting were 

President Jewett, of the Erie, and J. H. 
Devereux, president of the New York, 
Pennsylvapia and Ohio, and the Cleveland, 
Columbas, Cincinnati ard Indianapolis 
companies. The Cincinnati railroad com- 
pany, which is better known iv Cincinnati 
as the Common Oarrier company, was rep- 
re ented -py its president, William H, 
iement, ‘ts acting vice-president, W. J. 
Lippinéott, and its attorney, E. A. Fergu- 
son, who also one of the trustessin. be- 
half of the city of Cincinnati. The Cole 
syndicate was not represented (rreat se- 
crecy was maintained in regard to the meet- 
ing, and particulars about the discussion 
were refused by those present. It was said 
that Mr. Ferguson desired to consult with 
the officers of certain railroads which would 
be interested in the development of the 
business of the Cincinnati Southern in re- 
gard to the leasing of the road. 
The meeting was simply a preliminary 
conference, it was said, and no decided 
—s was agreed upon. It is understood 
that Presidents Jewett and Devereux took 
the position that they wouid bind their 
companies to no combination and no defi 
nite policy until the conflicting interests at 
Cincinnati had been harmonized. They 
urged that until the city and Common 
Oarrier company had decided fully — 
their own policy it was useless 
to talk about future combinations 
which might not be carried out. There 
was an evident intention ou the part of 
some of the persons present to commit 
these northern and eastern roads to a 
definite ¥y in regard toa leasing of the 
road and to obtain from them definite 
offers. If this was the purpose of the con- 
ference it was not carried out successfully. 
The Cincinnati Southern railroad, which 
extends to Chattanooga, was built by the 
city under the direction of a board of trus- 
tees created by act of the Ohio legislature 
in May, 1869. The city was authorized to 
issue $18,000,000 in bonds for its construc 
tion. The road was opened in February, 
1880. It is operated by the Cincinnati rail-~ 
road company under temporary license 
granted by the trustees. [tis proposed to 
lease the road for twenty-five years to the 
highest bidder, and to secure control of the 
road is the occasion of no little rivalry 
among the connecting railroad systems. 
One of the persons present at the meeting 
yesterday said: “There is no doubt that to 
secure the full benefits which the city ex- 
pected to gain by this enterprise the road 
must be leased to some one interested in the 
development of the property. The city 
hopes to get from the rental sufficient tu pay 
the intereston the bonds and to establish a 
sinking fund. This is out of the question, 
in my opinion, and the main question is to 
ascertain how much, or rather how little, 
the eity will be satisfied with."’ 


SHENANDOAH AND WESTERN MARYLAND, 


Journal of Commerce, 

The Shenandoah road, which is new in 
operation from Hagerstown, Maryland, to 
Waynesboro’, Virginia, is being extended 
very rapidly from the latter point to Big 
Lick,on the Norfolk and Western road, 
near Salem. Between Waynesboro’ and 
Big Lick, a distance of less than one hun- 
dred miles, there ere now employed—ac 
cordigg to reliable reports—5,000 bands in 
gradiag and laying track. The road will 
open up a rich section of country, hitherto 
without railroad facilities By  tap- 
ying the Norfolk and Western road at 
ig Lick, fifty miles west of Lynch- 
burg. the Shenandoah road can 
take a large part of the north bound trade 
before it reaches Lypchbu rg. where the Nor- 
fuik and Westero and the Virginia Midland 
counect. As the Shenondosh road and the 
Norfolk and Western are working in har- 
mony, both being owned in Philadelphia 
it is quite probable that a large part of the 
southwestern trade, which has heretofore 
passed over the Virginia Midland, will be 
diverted to the Shenandoah. While there 
issome danger of this trade being drawn 
from Baltimore and carried to Philadelphia 
still it is hardly enough to cause 
any fear just now. Throngh the 
energy of President Hood the Western Ma- 
ryland road has made a passenger and 
freight traffic arrangement with the She. 
nandoah road, which gives Baltimore mer- 
chants an excellent opportunity of reach- 
ing theentire section draiued by the She- 
nandoah. Under the able management of 
Mr, Hocd the Western Maryland road is 
being developed very rapidly, and by the 
connections with other roads made durin 

the last few years, this road is becoming o 
great importance to the trade of Baltimore. 


THE MCBILE AND GRAND TRUNK, 


Ciacinnati Enquirer. 
The Cole syndicate have almost comple- 
ted negotiations for the purchase of the 
charter and completed rtion of the 
Mobile and Grand Trunk railroad. At 
their meeting in New York on Wednesday 
they decided to complete theline from 
Selma to Mobile as soon as they get control, 
and also to build the road from Mobile 
down the bay to deepwater at Cedar Point. 
The completion of these two lines will give 
them a coal traffic of overa million tons 
per year, with a haul of one hundred and 
sixty miles. 
NORTH CAROLINA ROADS, 
Charleston News and Courier. 


There is a large number of new railroads 
under construction or now contemplated in 
North Carolina. There is oue irum Ashe 
county or Salisbury or Statesville, one from 
East Tennessee, coming into the state 
through Watagua, proposing to operate with 
the Cape Fear and Yadkin Valley.

When burning aft she was floating down 
the stream and was ae against the steamer 
James Lee but a tug pulied the latter outin the 
river. The escape of the Lee was very narrow, as 
her swinging st were on fire and her bow 
slightly scorched. The Idiewild was ll years 
old, she was owned by John D. Adama, of Little 
Rock, and Captain J. H. Reese, of Pittsburg, 
and valued at $25,000, She was insured for $16,000 
in Cincinpati.and Evansville offices. She arrived 
here Thursday last, ‘having just been 

repaired at Paducah, Ky., at a cost of about 

$6.000. She was to depart to-morrow afternoon 
for Arkansas City, bei'g a regular Memphis and 
Arkansas City packei. The Osceola Belle was 
owned by Captain James Lee, of this city, and 
was built at Jeffersonville, Ind., in December, 
1875, expressly for the Memphis and Osceola trade, 
and was vaiued at $20,000. She was not insured. 


A New York Fire. 


Ngw YorK, August 1.—A fire broke out this 
morning in the storage and weighing house of W. 
C. Tilghman, Nos. 13 and 14 West street. The 
building extended through the block, divided by 
narrow yards, to No. 2 Washington street. Upon 
the upper floors were stored considerable quanti- 
ties of rice, gunny bagging, hops, whisky and 
paper—the stwck belonging to different mer- 
chants.

There was a pumerous attendance in the 
house of lords for the second reading of the 
land bill, All the leaders were present 
except Lord Granville. who is indisposed. 
Lord Carlingtord, liberal, moved a second 
reading of the bill in a long speech. 

In the house of common. Lord Harting- 
ton, secretary of state for India, gave the 
details concerning the subsidies supplied 
the ameer of Afghanistan after his acces- 
sion. Headded: There was no reason to 
believe that the Indian government intend- 
ed to afford the ameer further assistance 
It had made no proposal to employ an An- 
glo-Indian in Afghanistan. 

In the house of commons to-day Mr. 
Parnell was ‘“‘named’’ for offensive lan- 
guage, and for disregarding the authority of 
the chair, and Mr. Gladstone moved bis 
suspension for the remainder of the sittin 
Mr. Parnell rose and interrupted Mr. Glad- 
stone, and said he would not go through the 
farce of awaiting the vote, as the speaker 
interfered with the freedom of discussion. 
He then quitted the house. The motien 
for his suspension was carried by @ vote of 
132 to 14. =. 

Sir Charles Dilke, under foreign secretary, 
replying to the earl of Bechine, conservative, 
said Eaogland had received no communica- 
tion from the khedive of Egypt, asking for 
armed protection because he feared a mil. 
itary revolt, and the government was not 
aware that France had received such a re- 
quest. This refers to the statements 
of an anonymous correspondent 
who wrote to a London news 
aper, implying that England had 
een asked and had declined to protect the 
khedive. 

Parnell was named for persisting, in spite 
of thespeaker’s ruling, in raising the ques- 
tion of the Irish political prisoners and de- 
claring thet the authorty of the house of 
commons was always or the side of power. 


TURKEY. 


Lonpon, August 1.—Tbe Morning Post 
says: We learn trom Constantinople that 
in aconversation between the grand vizier 
and one of the ambassadors, the former 
stated that the porte was preparing a note on 
affairs iu Tripoli, which won!d be to a cer- 
tain extent an acswer to the dispatch of 
Kari Granville, foreign secretary, to Lord 
Datferin, British ambassador to Turkey, 
which instructed the latter to advise the 
porte to exercise great prudence in nut giv- 
ing causesof piausiblecomp!aint to France. 
The note will point to the dangers to 
which the Turkish provinces are exposed, 
and to the necessity of taking immediate 
steps for guaranteeing order. The porte, 
while declaring that it will not shrink from 
fulfilling its duty, protests beforehand 
against any wrong interpretation which 
France may give to measures which may 
be deemed necessary. 

FRANCE, 
Paris, August 1.—An official dispatch 
from Admiral Conrad reports that battal- 
ious of infantry and a detachment of artil- 
lery are expected irom Sfax, to replace the 
marines who it was announced on the 28th 
ult. had occupied the capital of the island 
of D’Jerba, The island is to the southward 
of Sfax and considerably nearer the Tripoli 
frontier. Adaiiral Conrad thinks the ap- 
pearance of the squadron before Zarzish 
will be necessary in order to form a correct 
opinion of tne state of affairs on this part 
f the seaboard, the inhabitants of which 
seem very hostile. This will bring the 
French still nearer Tripoli.

A dispatch from Paris to the Standard 
says M. Constans, minister of the interior, 
has issued a circular to the prefects enjoin-~ 
ing them to preserve the strictest neutrality 
during the coming election. 

A letter from Constantinople says: The 
French consul at Constantinople has ar- 
rested Sheik Mahmanud, whose father was 
muftiin Algiers at the time of the conquest, 
and upon him was discovered documents 
showing the existence of a vast mosiem 
conspiracy against the French in Africa. 
Prince Napoleon has written to the Bona- 
partist electoral committee demanding the 
revision of the constitution of France. 

{he royalist electioneering committee 
under the presidency of Duc de la Rochefe- 
cauld Bisacea, publishes an appeal for sub. 
scriptions. 

M. de Cassagnac in the Pays makes a 
similar appeal in behalf of the Bonapartists. 
M. Gambetta’s electioneering programme 
is still uncertain,but his staunch supporter, 
M. Rape, in Le Voltaire, recommends 
changes in the system of the election of 
senators so as to increase the representation 
of larger cities, abolish the system 
by which senators themselves 
select occupants of vacant life senator- 
ships, and deprive the senate of the power 
of dissolving the chamber of deputies and 
of interfering in financial matters. 

The Rappel advises the advanced liber- 
als to adopt a programme, the principal 
points of which shall be a revision of the 
constitution, and the separation of church 
and state. 

Prince Napoleon, in his letter to the 
Bonapartist electoral commission, advocates 
a revision of the constitution s0 as to per- 
mit the chief of state to be elected by a di- 
rect vote of the nation.

No greater quantity 
than one gallon can be sold to any person 
at one time. No druggist is allowed to 
keep more than thirty gallons on hand. 
No physician licensed under the act as a 
druggist can‘give the required certificate. 
Any violation of these provisions is pun- 
ished by fines varying from $100 to $1,- 
(00 and imprisonment, in the discretion 
of the court. It is the opinion of men 
who know the state weil that the bill will 
be defeated at the polls,although there is a 
very strong sentiment in the state against 
the sale of liquor.

’ THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


Twenty-second Day—Augeast I, 1551. 
THE SENATE. . 

The senate met yesterday at the usual 
hour, and was called to order by President 
Boynton. Prayer was offered by the chap- 
lain, Rev. John W. Heidt, D. D. The roll 
was called, anid the journal was read and 
approved. 

Mr. McDaniel, chairman of the commit- 
tee on judiciary, submitted a report on cer- 
tain bills, which was read. 

Mr. Price, charman of the committee on 
education, submitted a report, which was 
read. 

Leave of absence was granted Senators 
Duggar, Treadwell and Byrd. 

On the call of the roll forthe introduac- 
tion of new matter, the following bills were 
introduced and read the first time: 

Mr. McDaniel—A bill to define the law 
in relation to prescription in certain cases. 
Referred to committee on judiciary. 

Mr. Parks—A bill to amend section 326 of 
the code of 1873. Referred to committee 
on judiciary. 

Mr. Thomas Eason, of Telfair county, 
was invited to a seat on the floor. 

Mr. Winn, chairman ofthe committee 
on corporations, submitted a favorable 
report on the bill to amend the act incor- 
porating the Gainesville, Jefferson and 
Southern railway company. 

Mr. Butt moved totake up bills for a 
second reading, whereupon the following 
bills were. read the second time: 

A bill to alter and amend the public 
school system of this state. The commit 
tee madea favorable report on this bill, 
which was, by order of the senate, tabled 
for the present. 

A bill to fix the fees of public weighers 
of cotton. 

A bill to carry into effect the law in re- 
lation to changing names. 

A bill toamend an act incorporating the 
Gainesville, Jefferson and Southern railway 
company. 

A bill to incorporate the Pianters’ bank- 
ing warehouse and commission company of 
Camilla, in Mitchell county. 

A bill to amend the charter of the city of 
Griffin so as to allow the levy of a tax to 
wwaintain public schools in that pl«ce. 

Mr. Reid movedto take up bills for a 
third reading, whereupon the following 
bills were read the third time, and disposed 
of as indicated: 

A bill to enlarge and extend the powers 
of purchasers of railroads, etc. The bill, as 
amended by the committee, was passed. 

A billto amend an act to enable pur- 
chasersof railroads to fourm corporations, 
etc. Tabled. 

A bili to prohibit the sale of intoxicating 
| quors within one mile of any chartered 
college orinstitution of learning. Tabled. 

A billto regulate the manner of letting 
out the building of bridges across streams 
between two counties. Passed. 

A bill to authorize the city of Sanders- 
ville to establish public schools. Passed. 

A bilhto change the time of holding the 
superior courts of Lumpkin and Dawson 
counties, Passed by substitute offered by 
Mr. Meldrim. 

A resolution in reference to the line be- 
(ween Georgia and South Carolina was read 
and agreed to. 

Mr. Park moved to take from the table 
the bill amending section 3648 of the code. 
lhe bill was recommitted to the committee 
on judiciary. 

The senate then went into executive ses- 
sion, at which T. N. Winn was confirmed 
as solicitor of the county court of Liberty 
county 

Mr. Westbrook introduced the following 
bill, which was read the first time and re- 
ferred to the committee on corporations: 

A bill toiscorporate the Albany, Atlan- 
tic and Gulf transportation company. 
Leave of absence was granted Mr. Sud- 
dath, 

A message was received from the house 
notifying the senate of the passage of cer- 
tain bills. 

A number of house bills were read the first 
time and referred to the proper committees 

Mr. butt moved to suspend the rules in 
order to take up the bill in relation to the 
changing powers of purchasers of railroads. 
Che bill was taken up and passed. 

The senate then adjourned to 10 o'clock 
a. m. to-day. 


HOUSE, 

The house met at 10 o clock and was called 
toorder by thespeaker. Prayer by Rey. Mr. 
Clark, of the house The roll was called 
and aquorum found present. The journal 
was read. 

Mr. Jemison, of Bibb, moved to recon- 
sider so much of the journal as related to 
the passage of a bill to prohibit the em- 
ployment of minors‘to seli whisky at retail. 

ie desired a reconsideration that he might 
offer an amendment that the provisiors 
of the actshould not apply to minors em- 
ployed by parents in their own business. 
Mr. Jemison argued that the bill complete- 
ly usurped parental authority, and was an 
extreme step which should not be taken. 

Mr, Northen, of Hancock, said the bil] 
was merely carrying further the law which 
forbids the sale of whisky to minors. The 
bill does not propose to usurp parental 
autbority saye where that authority is not 
exercised properly. 

Mr. Wilkinson, of Coweta, moved to lay 
the motion to reconsider on the table. 

On this motion, Mr. Middlebrook called 
the yeas and nays, and the cali was sus- 
tained. The yeas were 69 and the nays 40. 
So the motion to table prevailed. 

A message from the senate was received, 
announcing the passage of several bills. 

The call of the roll of counties for the 
introduction of new matter was in order, 
and the following was introduced: 

Mr. Denton, of Ware—A bill to declare 
it unlawful to float timber undera bridge 
on a certain part of Satilla river, without 
rafts, in Ware county. Referred to the 
special judiciary committee. 

Ajso. a bili fo make it a misdemeanor to 
obstruct free passage of timber on rafts on 
the streams of this state. Referred to the 
special judiciary committee. 

Mr Ball, of Troup—A bill to abolish the 
county court of Tronp county, and to pro- 
vide for the disposition of its business. 
Referred to special judiciary committee. 

Mr. Wingheld—A bill to make amenda- 
ble affidavits and counter-aflidavits in 
cases of foreclosure of liens. Referred to 
judiciary committee. 

Mr. Crawford, of Muscogee—A bill to 
amend the act to provide for reguiating 
railroad tariffs so as to increase the salary 
of the secretary to $2,000 and to 
provide for exceptions to orders of the 
commission and their hearing by judges of 
the superior courts. Saierved to commit- 
tee on railroads. 

Mr. Spence, of Mitchell—A bill to regu- 
late practice against officers of court in this 
state. Referred to committeeon judiciary. 

Mr. James, of Douglas, chairman of the 
special committee appointed to find, if 
possible, a remedy for the evils of the pres- 
ent system of local legislation, submitted a 
report that the committee after careful 
consideration had drafted a bill to 
amend the present constitutional provisions 
prescribing the method of passing local and 
special bilis. The amendment proposed is 
to be submitted to the people by the gov- 
ernor at the next general election. Refer- 
red to the special judiciary committee. 

Mr. Bacon, of Coatbam—aA bil! to repeal 
so much of thecharter of Savannah as 
provides for the election of the jailer by the 
city council and to place it in the control of 
the county officers. Referred to the finance 
committee. 

Mr. Perkins, of Burke—A bill to repeal 
abn act to incorporate the town of Lawton- 
ville in said county, Referred to commit- 
tee on corporations. 

Mr, DuBignon, of Baldwin—A resolu- 
tion declaring that the bonded indebtedness 
of Baidwin ocuunty should be owned in the 
county, and that the state treasurer be in- 
structed to sell to the ordinary of said 
county the sixteen $100 bridge bonds of 
said county now in the state treasury. Re- 
ferred to committee on finance. 

Mr. Martin, of Talbot—A bill to provide 
for the esfAblishment of county boards of 
agriculiure. Referred to committee on 
agriculture. 

Mr. Singleton, of Screven—aA bill to ex- 
tend the provisions of the code in reference 
to fences to 37th, 38th and 260th districts 
G, M. of Screven county. Referred to spe- 
cial judiciary committee. 

On mouon of Mr, Rice the house took up 
the house bill to enabie purchasers of rail- 
roads to form corporations and exercise cor- 
porate powers which the senate had 
with certain amendments, and concurred 
in the said senate amendments which did 
‘not affect the matter of the bill. 

Mr. Sweat, of Clinch, offered a resolution 
that the finance committee censider if the 
present tax onsewing machine agents be 
not unjust. Agreed to. 

Mr. Price, of Oconee—A_ bill to prohibit 
any person from violating a written con- 
tract for labor. Referred to committee on 
agriculture, 

The railroad committee submitted a 
report in favor of the bill incorporating 
the Cincinnati and Georgia railroad.
